WAsniNGTON, March 13. — You have 
read a good deal lately about conversa- 
tions between tho President and the 
newspaper correspondents. I havo had my 
own little interview of this sort, and ro" 
Vive il only that you may know- wh|at BQtt 
of a figure tho President makes when re* 
vcaling his virtues and views to journal" 
ists. 

I went up to the White ITouso with n 
friend, and writing niy name on a card, 
sent it to.A. J. For nearly throe hours 
I waited in a lonesome ante room, and at 
last, when nodding in a chair, had my 
name called stcntorianly. Then I was 
ushered so qniekly before the President 
that the wliolo fabric of questions I 'bad 
meant to ask went up like a pyramid of 
mist. The President was dressed in 
black, had bis hair well brushed, and 
looked good for thirty years of his life. 
His manner was gracious, but not demon" 
stralive- I told him i wanted to ask him 
some questions on certain points, and 
meant to publish tho answers in a Be< 
publican newspaper, 

"What were those questions.^" said

One 
of the correspondents went to see him 
.some time ago, and hearing him talk 
about three hours, returned to his office 
and wrote a series of questions and an-^ 
swcr.s, not a twentieth of which, he snys, 
ever passed between hiiiiSelf and the Pres- 
ident, lie read the mannscrijjt to the 
I'retiident, who replied : "Why .' you got 
me very faithful I" The fact is Johnson 
is always rcpurted with moro elegance 
than he speaks, iinil in a way to give him 
a better iignro before the country than he 
inaiies in private. He is a dreary talker.
